Cong Warned 
Shelling Means 
Consequences

Department had said specific- 
ly the series of enemy attacks 
might result In military action, 
although a halt to such bom- 
bardment was one of the points 
former President Johnson in- 
cluded in the "understanding" 
he announced at the same time 
he said the bombing of North 
Vietnam would end last Nov. 1.

McCloskey 


said at his daily press briefing, 
"Everything Is under review, 
all aspects of policy, military 
and political." 


President Nixon has not yet 


stated what steps he will take if 
he determines that North Viet- 
nam deliberately violated the 
understanding, but he likely will 
be asked about it tonight when 
he reports to the nation on his 
eight-day tour of European capi- 
tals. 


As he left for Europe, Nixon 


said the key to the problem was 
whether the enemy was actually 
shelling the cities "because If 
that happens it requires some 
action on our part." When it be- 
came clear the attacks were 
shellings, the State Department 
said a response would depend 
on how long they continued.

or other actions around the site 
of the Federal Assembly, the 
East Prussian hall of the West 
Berlin fair grounds. 


The police banned a demon- 


stration today by West Berlin's 
Communist party to protest the 
election. 


East German Communist par- 


ty boss Walter Ulbricht dashed 
hopes for an eleventh-hour set- 
tlement. He rebuffed a West 
Berlin initiative to resume talks 
and charged 
that West Ger- 


many was trying to use the elec- 
tion to "blackmail" East Berlin 
into granting a more liberal 
transit agreement for the isolat- 
ed city. 


Ulbricht again dangled his of- 


fer to grant Easter wall passes 
to West Berliners who have not 
been able to cross Into East 
Berlin to see relatives since 
1966, 
The offer was contingent 


on Bonn shifting the election out 
of West Berlin, Ulbricht 
re- 


jected West Germany's counter 
offer to switch the election site 
in exchange for a more dxtend- 
ed transit agreement. 


He reiterated that West Ger- 


many has no business in West 
Berlin, which the Communists 
consider an Independent politi- 
cal entity still under post-war 
occupation. 


Bonn regards West Berlin as 


its llth state, although the occu- 
pation of the city has never end- 
ed. 


There were no reports Mon- 


day of any incidents in the three 
Western air corridors to West 
Berlin, but Communist jets criss 
crossed vapor trails In the clear 
skies over the city. 


There was a rumor that a 


British airliner had been tailed 
or buzzed by Communist jets 
over East Germany, but British 
military and airline spokesmen 
denied it.

Cong Warned 
Shelling Means 
Consequences

WASHINGTON (AP) - the

served notice that continued in* 
discriminate shelling of South 
Vietnamese cities will bring 
both 
political 
and 
military 


consequences to North Vietnam 
and the Viet Cong. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers said Monday the "conse* 
quences of these attacks" are 
the enemy's responsibility, and 
State Department press officer 
Robert J. McCloskey confirmed 
that the consequences could be 
"both political and military." 


It was the first time the State 


Department had said specific- 
ly the series of enemy attacks 
might result in military action, 
although a halt to such bom- 
bardment was one of the points 
former 
President Johnson In- 


cluded in the "understanding" 
he announced at the same time 
he said the bombing of North 
Vietnam would end last Nov. 1. 


As of 
Monday, McCloskey 


said at his dally press briefing, 
"Everything Is under review, 
all aspects of policy, military 
and political." 


President Nixon has not yet 


stated what steps he will take if 
he determines that North Viet- 
nam deliberately violated the 
understanding, but he likely will 
be asked about it tonight when 
he reports to the nation on his 
eight-day tour of European capi- 
tals. 


As he left for Europe, Nixon 


said the key to the problem was 
whether the enemy was actually 
shelling the cities "because if 
that happens It requires some 
action on our part." When it be- 
came clear the attacks were 
shellings, the State Department 
said a response would depend 
on how long they continued.

and South Vietnam in the Paris 
negotiations.

toward a peaceful settlement of 
the conflict." 


President Johnson said he 


halted the bombing after reach- 
Ing an understanding with North 
Vietnam that expanded peace 
talks would start promptly. He 
also said talks could not be held 
while cities were being shelled 
or the demilitarized Zone violat- 
ed. 


Oh Capitol Hill, Rep. Clement 


J. Zablockl, D-Wls., chairman of 
the House foreign affairs sub* 
committee on the Far East, said 
North Vietnam Is testing the 
new Nixon administration "to 
see If It Is going to be tough or 
Is willing to sit back and let 
them get away with the attack." 


"It is my opinion," Zablocki

Military analysts also report

out any sign of my husband," she 
argued. "Surely he must be dead."

Murton Tells 
Horror Story 
About Prison 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 


Senate subcommittee studying 
conditions in the nation's prls* 
ons heard today a harrowing 
tale of brutality and atrocities 
from the former superintendent 
of the Arkansas State Penlten* 
tiary. 


Thomas 0. Murton told the 


Senate 
juvenile 
delinquency 


subcommittee, "Our prisons, in 
varying degrees are monster* 
producing factories." 


"In varying degrees of sophis- 


tication," he added, "the degre* 
dations perpetrated upon the 
Arkansas convicts are happen- 
ing today in every correctional 


Murton called for a nation* 


wide effort of prison reform and 
said, "It is time that we start to 
undo the harm that has been 
done for centuries," 


Murton called the Arkansas 


penitentiary system "an ancient 
philosophy of retribution, exploi- 
tation, corruption, sadism and 
brutality." 


He described his efforts to 


eliminate the worst excessesbut 
said, "When I tried to overhaul 
the degenerate system at its 
very roots, the state failed to 
back me up. They did not want 
that much reform." 


Murton 
was superintendent 


when nationwide attention was 
focused on the discovery of dead 
bodies on prison property, 


"I am convinced that what 


we uncovered on the Cummins 
Prison Farm were graves of in- 
mates murdered by the trustys 
or the staff," he said. 


A state police report said last 


May the pasture from which the 
skeletons were exhumed was an 
old prison cemetery until the 
1940s and did not contain un- 
marked graves for murdered In- 
mates. 


Murton also said that on the 


Arkansas prison farms "a group 
of armed inmates, some 
of 


whom were vicious, violent and 
emotionally 
deranged 
felons, 


have life and death power over 
the other Inmates." 


Testifying in a hearing room 


decorat 
with 
examples 
of 


weapons 
found 
at Arkansas 


prisons and pictures of betted 
prisoner s, Mat toft gave th§ sub* 
committee these examples of 
the conditions tMt were found: 


*»"Ohe of the more sadistic 


devices used to ISrture InMtes 
was the 'tucker telephone,* a de* 
vice that was used to run electr- 
ical current through two wires 
attached to genital parts of the 
body." 
*»"A 19*year*old was beaten 


by five trusties with blackjacks, 
rubber hoses and brass kftuck* 
less and was finely told by the 
superlntendant he would person- 
ally beat him to death If he got 
into trouble again." 


—"One of the former superin- 


tendents had a buzzer installed 
near his bed to summon his fa« 
vorlte inmate from the women's 
reformatory to perform unnatu- 
ral sex acts with him . . . male 
trusties guarded the reformato- 
ry and both they and other se- 
lected trusties were allowed to 
have intercourse with the fe- 
males." 


— "The Negro prisoners were 


segregated into even worse fa- 
cilities than the whites. They 
ate only the scraps from the ta- 
bles after the whites finished 
eating." 


"The Arkansas prison system 


is possibly the worst in the 
world yet in some ways it typi- 
fies every other system," he 
said, noting that the Southern 
Regional Council reported re- 
cently that similar conditions 
exist In Louisiana and Mississip- 
pi "and in fact, they exist In the 
entire South. 
"I pointed out these conditions 


to the subcommittee to empha- 
size the great need for prison 
reform, not just in Arkansas, 
but equally In other parts of the 
country," Murton said.

stricted solely to foreign policy 
issues with the President enter-

White House newsmen could 


not recall when any similar re- 
strictions had been placed on re- 
porters. 


The news conference was the 


only item on Nixon's schedule 
for the day besides an early 
morning briefing for congres- 
sional leaders of both parties. 


White House Press Secretary 


Ronald Zeigler said that ques- 
tions heed not be confined to the 
European trip and they seemed 
likely to range the field of inter- 
national affairs. 


Nixon was certain to be asked 


whether the United States Is 
considering any retaliatory ac- 
tion as a result of renewed rock- 
et attacks on Saigon. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers said in a statement Mon- 
day "the consequences of these 
attacks are the responsibility of 
the other side and they clearly 
raise a question as to its true 
desire to work toward a peace- 
ful settlement of the conflict." 


State Department Press Offi- 


cer Robert J. McCloskey said in 
response to a question that the 
consequences could be "both po- 
litical and military." 


Nixon is also likely to be 


asked to assess the situation in 
West Berlin raised by the Soviet 
Union's disclaimer of responsi- 
bility for 
the safety of any 


planes flying West German elec- 
tors to the city. 


The United States and Us al- 


lies have told Moscow that it re- 
mains responsible for the safety 
of air traffic despite its effort to 
avoid such responsibility.

in Autos 
LITTLE" ROCK (AP)- w. R. 


Stephens, president and chair- 
man of the board of Arkansas 
Louisiana Gas Co., Monday un- 
veiled an automobile that will 
run on natural gas instead of 
gasoline. 


The car, a 1966 Chevrolet Bis- 


cayne, is one of two that the 
company had converted by the 
Arkla Equipment Co. at Shreve- 
port, LVA., a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of Arkla. 


The other experimental car 


is a 1967 Ford. Both will be 
used indefinitely at Little Rock 
and Shreveport. 


Company officials said the 


cars would reduce air pollution 
and cut fuel and operating costs 
in half. 


Officials said the conversion 


cost about $200. No major ad- 
justments were made on the 
eight-cylinder engines and both 
cars can be reconverted to gaso- 
line use by flicking a switch on 
the dashboard. 


Three steel cylinders in the 


car's trunk hold enough natural 
gas, equal to about nine gallons 
of gasoline, to allow the car to 
travel about 150 miles between 
fillups. 


A line carries the gas through 


the series of regulators before it 
comes to a gas-air mixer. A 
solenoid valve acts as a cutoff 
for the gas when the engine is 
not running. After the gas and 
air are mixed, they enter the 
carburetor and go through the 
regular combustion engine pro* 
cess, 


The gas car rides smoother 


than the gasoline-propelled au- 
tomobile because the gas mixes 
with air better than gasoline, 
according to Orto Flanigan of 
Shreveport, Arkla engineer and 
project manager of the car.

we ourselves can't figure 
out what North was doing. 
South was Harold S. (Mike) 
Vanderbilt and he managed 
to become declarer at. the 
satisfactory contract of six 
spades. 


At 83, Mike still plays the 


dummy just about as well as 
anyone and in 1929 he was 
at the prime age for that 
ability. This hand was not 
an easy thing to make. 


We don't know if he would 


have b r o u g h t it 
home 


against a club lead, although 
he might well have done so. 
West opened the three of 
diamonds and Mike studied 
the hand for some time be- 
fore playing to the first 
trick. After that, his play 
was very 
fast. 
He had 


worked everything out. 


His first decision was to 


proceed on the assumption 
that trumps would break 
3-2. His next was to try to 
establish the club suit. It 
would be just about impos- 
sible to bring the hearts 
home. Therefore, he won the 
diamond in dummy and dis- 
carded his singleton club.

Actu- 
ally, there was another line 
of play that would succeed 
but it would only do so be- 
cause East, with t h r e e 
trumps, was also very short 
in hearts. We leave it to you 
to work this out, as well as 
the winning line against a 
club opening.

A — Arthritis is an inflam- 


mation of the joints. Rheum- 
atism Is a broad term that 
also includes inflammation 
of the muscles (myositis), 
t e n d o n s (tenonitis) and 
fibrous tissues (fibrositis) in 
the region of a joint. Many 
drugs are used to treat these 
diseases. All have their ad- 
vantages and their disad- 
vantages. For certain types

Q— What is asymptomatic 


arthritis? Can it be cured? 


A — When there is evidence 


of inflammation in the joints 
(objective signs rather than 
symptoms which are entirely 
subjective), 
the 
arthritis 


may be said to be asympto- 
matic. This would be rela- 
tively rare and limited to the 
earliest stage of the disease. 
It can be treated but not 
cured. 


Q — I am 37. In the morn- 


ing I wake up with a stiff 
neck. During the day it limb- 
ers up some but not com- 
pletely. 
Can this be arth- 


ritis? Is aspirin safe to take 
for relief? 


A— Your stiffness is prob- 


ably a f o r m of arthritis. 
Aspirin relieves pain rather 
than stiffness and is widely 
used in the treatment of this 
disease. In most persons one 
tablet four times a day is 
safe. 


ritis. It is the only drug that 
has helped me much. Now 
my doctor says I cannot take 
it any more. What are its 
harmful side effects? Would 
hot mud baths be of any 
value? 


A—Dexamethasone (Dero- 


nil) is one of the cortisone- 
like drugs. Its side effects 
include moonface, acne, diz- 
ziness, weakness and head- 
ache but the most harmful 
effects are weakening and 
collapse of the vertebrae, 
loss of resistance to infec- 
tion and bleeding from the 
digestive tract. Some per- 
sons can avoid these .by tak- 
iftg a small" maintenance 
dose of the drug and omitting 
its use every fourth week. 


Any form of heat will have 


a soothing effect but will not 
cure the disease or arrest 
its progress.

Congress1 Successful 
Investigator Will Not 
Seek to Be Re-elected

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gress' most successful lone wolf 
Investigator says he never rel- 
ished his reputation as a hang- 
ing judge, and he's giving up 
the role with no regrets. 


"I've always had the horrible 


idea that sometime I might 
make a mistake," said Sen. 
John J. Williams, R-Del., whose 
investigations 
reach 
back a 


quarter of a century to include: 


The million-dollar foulup in 


the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, graft and corruption in the 
Internal Revenue Service, and 
the Bobby Baker Case. 


Williams, 
whose 
one-man 


probes have been credited with 
the savings of millions in tax 
dollars and the convictions of 
scores of men, has announced 
he won't seek re-election in 1970. 
He is 65, an age at which he 
thinks congressmen as well as 


businessmen should retire. 


Williams hopes to find an 


investigative successor before 
he leaves. If he does he will 
pass on some advice: Don't try 
to put crookedness under a par- 
ty label. The man who laid out 
the biggest case for Republican 
Williams 
was a mysterious 


Democrat who refuses, to this 
day, to take public credit. 


Like the hanging judge of old, 


the senator regrets the responsi- 
bility fell to him: 


'•I've never liked that role, 


strange as it may seem," he 
said in an interview. "Fve nev- 
er been able to get away from 
the fact that you're hurting a lot 
of innocent people even if you're 
right and I've tried to be right. 
We can go on the floor of the 
Senate and destroy a man, you 
know that. You've got to be 
right. 


"I've never been able to get 


out of my mind that when you 


go ahead and bring a charge 
against an individual—1 don't 
care what he's done~you affect 
their wives, their family, chil* 
dren. You just can't get away 
from the fact that you're taking 
down with that charge a lot of 
innocent people , . . I've always 
had the horrible idea that some- 
time I might make a mistake." 


When Williams came to Wash- 


ington in 1947, he was a farmer 
and feed grain dealer. He thus 
was interested in the big Com- 
modity Credit Corporation. He 
pointed out to the Senate that al- 
though the CCC was required to 
make a yearly accounting to 
Congress on money paid out in 
farm subsidies it had not for 
five years. He estimated it was 
"out of bounds" by about $350 
million. 


Williams recalls the comptrol- 


ler general made an investiga- 
tion, found the CCC couldn't ac- 
count 
for 
$366 million and 


"wrote a devastating 
report 


that the books had been de- 
stroyed, irresponsibility in ac- 
counting—I think it was the 
most 
devastating report 
the 


c o m p t r o l l e r general ever 
wrote." 


That, he thinks, led to the 


next case, the one he regards as 
the most important in his life. 


"Shortly thereafter 1 got a 


telephone call from a very 
prominent person in our state. 
He did then and he still does not 
want to be officially Identified. 
He was a member of the Demo* 
cratic Party, and Fm a Republl* 
can, but he had information 
which he was confident indicat- 
ed there was an organised tax 
fixing ring operating in this 
country ... He wanted to know 
if I was interested. I was. He let 
me call one of the girls in and 
for about two hours he dictated 
a memo—I still got it—but if a 
man were to read that today 
he'd swear it was written five 
years after the investigations. It 
was uncannily accurate . . . 


"He was not in any way in- 


volved. He told me to take It, 
proceed. He said 'I can't prove 
a thing in the world I'm telling 
you but I think Pm right and It 
was up to me to prove it. It took 
me 15 months before ever -I 
made a speech in the Senate on 
it." 


Before it was over the case 


reached into the upper echelons 
of the Internal Revenue Service 
and resulted in 125 convictions

Despite his reputation as an 


Investigator, Williams Is rather 
shy and mild-mannered, His 
reedy voice barely carries from 
the Senate floor to the press gal« 
lery. He dresses In somber 
browns and grays, befitting a 
Methodist, Mason, Shriner, Ro- 
tarlan, former and successful 
grain dealer, a member of the 
Senate Finance and Foreign Re- 
lations Committees, and a con- 
servative Republican who nei- 
ther smokes nor drinks. 


Williams has other crusades, 


Including a losing battle to hold 
down federal spending and to 
achieve a balanced budget. 


He has even been willing to 


take 
such 
politically 
risky 


stands as opposing tax cuts and 
demanding ceilings on federal 
farm payments, 


Nor has he hesitated to chal- 


lenge the 
mam mouth DuPont 


Co., the major business In little 
Delaware. He opposed legisla- 
tion, supported by the company, 
to exempt from Income taxes 
immediate 
gains 
to 
DuPont 


stockholders from sale of ggen- 
eral Motors stock that DuPont 
was ordered to get rid in an 
anti-trust case. He said the tax 
relief proposal was too generous 
and worked out a compromise. 


Williams has preached econo- 


my to his colleagues, and prac- 
ticed it himself. 


He tried to make it a law that 


senators return to the Treasury 
unused allowances and unsuc- 
cessfully 
fought 
this 
year 


against raising congressmen's 
$30,000 
annual 
salaries to 


$42,500. 


The climax of Williams' ca- 


reer as Senate Sherlock was the 
Bobby Baker case. He Intro- 
duced the resolution which led 
to the Senate Investigation of 
how Baker became a million- 
aire while secretary to the Sen- 
atejs Democratic majority. 


Williams denied he was ever 


more Interested In digging for 
dirt 
about 
Democrats 
than 


about Republicans. He said: 


"A 
man who wants to be 


crooked doesn't give a darn 
about his politics. If we have 
corruption— and I hope we don't 
— In the next four years the 
chances are 10 to 1 It'll be with 
a Republican label because . . . 
If I were a crook and wanted to 
do something crooked In Wash- 
ington I'd change my label; I'd 
be 
a 
Republican now. I'd 


change back In four years or 
eight years or whatever it is. 
They're just like a leopard; they 
change their spots. 


"Now, 
one of the biggest cul- 


prits we found la the revenues 


scandal ,,, was under the label 
of the Democratic party, But he 
came Into government under 
the label of a Republican and 
appointed by Herbert Hoover," 


Williams says he has no In ten* 


tion of changing his mind about 
not running for re-election, 


He acknowledges there are 


men who are more alert when 
they get older, But there are 
also others, 


"If you don't have some rule, 


who is going to tell Mr. Joe or 
Tom 'Now you're getting just a 
little old now.' Whether it be in 
Industry or government, you 
don't— with the result. ., well, 
you've looked down from the 
gallery and you've seen the re- 
sults of a few examples where it 
hasn't worked out."
